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Do All Speak “With “Gongues? 


“And these signs shall follow 
them that believe, in my name 
shall they cast out devils: they 
shall speak with new tongues. 
They shall take up serpents, and 
if they drink any deadly thing it 
shall not hurt them, they shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.” Mark 16:17-18. 

I have at hand a little booklet 
written by Rev. P. P. Belew, an 
opposer of the Pentecostal bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, who has 
cunningly tried to slip out of the 
Biblical evidences of “other 
tongues” when the Holy Ghost is 
received, by saying, instead of the 
rendering “These signs shall fol- 
low them that believe,” it should 
have been “these signs shall fo:- 
low those having believed,” which, 
says he, “would apply it to the 
first disciples of Christ rather than 
to His later followers.” He makes 
the basis of h’s cla‘ms on the fact 
that the verb “believe” is written 
in the Greek as an aorist particl- 
ple. But he overlooks the fact thai 
“He who believeth and is bap- 
tized” is also an aorist participle, 
and according to his rule of trans- 
lation, baptism would only have 
applied to the disciples of Christ 
before Pentecost, and would ne- 
cessarily annul the command “Go 
ye therefore and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy - Ghost,” which command

could not have been done away 
with, without doing violence to the 
Scriptures. Surely it is better to let 
the Word of God alone _ than to 
tinker with and try to dodge the 
plain truth of the situation. 
“These signs” were to follow 
those that believe, and certainly it 
was for the future, as is plain by 
verse fifteen of this same chapter, 
which contains the command “go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” And 
this ministry was not to begin un- 
til the Holy Spirit descended at 
Pentecost. As you will see by the 
last verses of this chapter, the 
above command to evangelize the 
world was given before Pentecost. 
And the result of this world-wide 
evangelism is that, “He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be 
saved, and he that believeth not 
shall be condemned.” “And these 
signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve” is the result of the faith of 
those that believe, and it is en- 
joined unto the believers by the 
conjunction “and” which is a con- 
junction to those that believe the 
preaching of the apostles instead 
of to the apostles themselves. 
Jesus did not say these signs 
would follow the apostles, but 
“those that believe,” as a result of 


their preaching. “A tree is known 
by his fruit.” “Like begets like” 
and the mighty baptism of the 
Holy Spirit in the apostles de- 


manded a fruit of like nature as 
was in themselves. This was the 
outflowing of “other tongues,” 
“casting out devils,” “healing the 
sick” and all such signs as are 
here mentioned. 

“He who believeth and_ is bap- 
tized, shall be saved,” is in the fu- 
ture, indicative, passive voice of 
the verb “save.” “And these signs 
shall follow them that believe” is 
also in the future, indicative pas- 
sive voice of the verb “follow.” 
Therefore, in each instance they 
are translated, “shall be,” etc. 

“When He had called unto him 
his twelve disciples, he gave them 
power against unclean spirits, to 
cast them out, and to heal all 
manner of sickness and all mannér 
of disease.” Matt. 10:1. “Afte1 
these things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and sent them 
two by two before his face into ev- 
ery city and place, whither he 
himself would come.”’ Luke 10:1. 
“And he said unto them, I beheld 
Satan as lightning fall from heav- 
en. Behold I give unto you power 
to tread on serpents and scorpions 
and over all the power of the ene- 
my: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you.” Luke 10: 18, 19. 

Jesus gave the very same power 
and commission to the other sev- 
enty, as He did unto the “twelve.” 
The reader will do well to read 
each commission. In Matthew the

There is only one 
way to know Him, and that is to 
live in the light of His presence 
continually. As Jacob wrestled all 
night with the angel, he said, “I 
WILL NOT let thee go except thou 
bless me.” Much depends on the 
‘will’ for either right or wrong. If 
we ‘will’ for a blessing, we ‘will’ re- 
ceive it; if for the wrong, it ‘will’ 
mean defeat. Jacob ‘willed’ for the 
right, and God blessed him there, 
and gave him a name that meant 
that he had ‘power’ with God, and 
had prevailed with men. 

The greatest need in the churcn 
today is ‘prevailing power.’ In the 
time of Hezekiah’s reign, they may 
have become slack or careless 
about watching, and when the 
enemy surrounded them they were 
wholly unprepared for it. Hezekiah 
sent unto Isaiah and said, “This is 
a time of rebuke and trouble and 
blasphemy, for the children are 
come to birth and there. is not 
strength to bring forth.” 2 Kings 
19:3. This is exactly the prevailing 
condition today: conviction on the 
people, but not sufficient to get 
them into the altar. Others in the 
altar and a lack of power to pray 


them through. Turn to Isa. 66:8, 
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“For as soon as Zion (the Church 
of God) travailed, she brought 
forth her children.” Turn again to 
Gal. 4:19. Listen to Paul, “My lit- 
tle children, of whom I travail in 
birth again UNTIL Christ be 
formed in you.” A _ travailing 
prayer will bring results. Revivals 
will break out over night and the 
earth will be made to bring forth 
and yield itself to its Creator.

INTERNATIONAL STRIFE 


Webb Miller, European news 
manager of the United Press, 
states the following: “Europe 
is preparing for war. All na- 
tions are rearming,” millions of 
Europe are asking questions about 
the next war but they cannot be 
answered. Ques. No. 1. Is an Eu- 
ropean war coming? A, It seems 
inevitable eventually, barring a 
miracle. That is the reason why 
every European nation is arming 
on unprecedented scale. Question 
No. 2. When will the next war 
come? A. My guess is not sooner 
than five years, but probably with- 
in ten. H. G. Wells guesses 1940, 
General Eric Lutendorf, suggested 
commander of new German mili- 
tary machine, says within a year. 
David Lloyd George states within 
ten years. Edouard Denes, veteran 
foreign minister of Czechoslovakia 
thinks that 1935 will decide the 
fate of Europe. Premier Benito 
Mussolini said that war may break 
out any time. Lord Cecil admits 
we seem to be drifting toward war. 
“T have no formula for peace,” said 
Sir Austin Chamberlain, war cab- 
inet member. Nicholas Roosevelt, 
former United States minister to 
Hungary, said today, March 23rd, 
at Chicago, “Germanyrearmament 
has made war inevitable in Eu- 
rope by 1940.” 

“The map of the Balkans, like 
the map of the rest of Europe,” 
said he, “was redrawn after the 
World war, but those nations that 
lost territory have never given up 
their ambition to regain it.” Roose- 
velt scoffed at the idea that Ger- 
many does not want war. 

It is unfortunate that these na- 
tions do not recognize the provi- 
dence of God in the administration 
of world affairs. The solution of 
peace does not lie in the regula- 
tion of social problems nor can it 


be possible that culture and scien- 
tific learning will avert war. The 
cause of war originates out of the 
greed or desire of nations who are 
not independent to make them- 
selves such. Those nations which 
have wealth and products incident 
to their maintenance are most 
peaceable. These are particularly 
America, France and England. To 
protect themselves from starva- 
tion and encroachment other na- 
tions scramble for the mastery 
thru war.

THE FAILURE OF COMMUNISM 

Keith L. Brooks writing in Pro- 
phecy passes valuable information 
concerning the actual conditions 
of Russia as furnished by Dr. Ken- 
neth Duncan, professor of Eco- 
nomics at Pomona College, (Cal.) 
The cities may be a little better 
off than before the revolution, but 
I believe the rural districts are in 
far worse condition. The _ ineffi- 
ciency and waste in the factories 
and other city plants are due not to 
the lethargy nor the unwillingness 
of workers, but rather to the fact 
that the new city population, made 
up, to a large extent, of peasants, 
finds it difficult to adjust itself to 
new conditions. Private property is 
practically unknown in Russia, 
showing how fires of hatred 
against Stalin and Kalanin are 
smouldering. Isaac Levine, a noted 
newspaper correspondent, tells of 
the recent communistic congress 
at Kremlin which he attended. 

Stalin was on the platform. His 
lieutenant, Kaganovitch, was in 
the chair. More than a thousand 
deputies to this all-highest con- 
vention from all over the Soviet 
Union were on the floor. 

“When will you stop torturing 
the peasantry?” 

“When you will stop betraying 
the working class?”

Power and riches. money, 
money, money, everybody wants 
money, hence an extreme tempta- 
tion. 


He was extremely humble—He 
washed the disciples’ feet. He was 
betrayed by an extreme confidant, 
the man that carried the money, 
and Judas was extremely sorrow- 
ful and went out and hanged him- 
self. 

Jesus prayed in the garden un- 
der extreme circumstances—they 
all went to sleep. His agony was 
extreme, He sweat as great drops 
of blood. The people went on the 
extreme to convict Him but His 


life was extremely straight, “No 
fault found in him.”

If your persecutions are 
small. then your joys are less ap- 
preciated and your experiénce is 
shallow. If you don’t do anything 
for God, how can you expect much 
in return?

Jesus said, “If I go away, I will 
prepare a place for vou and_ will 
come again and receive you unto 
myself,” or I will receive you out 
of this extremely sinful world 
where there are extremely difficult 
problems, perplexities of nations, 
and extremely lukewarm. formal, 
wneoncerned so-called Christians. 
The joys are extremely bountiful. 
No eye hath seen, nor ear hath 
heard, neither has it entered into 
the heart of man the good things 
that the Lord has in store for those 
that love and obey him.

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the extreme feasts at the marriage 
supper there will be extreme pain.

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Declares Boys and Girls are Lured 


Into 


Charging that birth control aids 
are sold at the doors of every high 
school in Ontario; that children 
smoke from the ages of eight and 
nine upwards, and that immorality 
was rife in the schools of the prov-~ 
ince, M. A. Sorsoleil, deputy min- 
ister of warfare, recently delivered 
an impassioned challenge to the 
church to make some effort to 
remedy these conditions. 

“Children coming into our boys’ 
and girls’ industrial schools have 
often been smoking from the age 
of eight and nine,” he said. “They 
go outside hotels and walk along 
in the streets, to pick up cigarette 
butts. Boys and girls leave for 
church and collect cigarette butts 
from the gutter there and _ back, 
which they treasure carefully. 
Heaven knows what dirty mouth 
they were in before. 

“Groups then hide around their 
homes or around the school 
grounds with a guard on watch all 
the time, so they can smoke these 
filthy butts without being ob- 
served. More terrible is the pay- 
ment that many a boy will make 
for his cigarette. They take part in 
offences, of some of which you 
may have heard; of others, I trust 
which you have not. 

“Every year my office receives 
notification of 2,500 children born 
to unmarried parents,” Dr. Sorso- 
lei] continued. “They are lovely 
children and we look after them, 
but it is the illegitimate parents 
that I am concerned with. How 
can we educate our young men 
and women along proper lines? 
Birth control aids are sold at the 
gates of the high schools. Agents 
for these devices are everywhere 
in our cities. They are ped- 
dled in front of factories, and in 
front of the Parliament Buildings. 

“Cannot the church lead in a 
determined effort to educate 
young people and do something to 
remove this menace?” the speaker 
asked. “I feel intensely the need 
for it.” 


“Children see their parents, 
their preachers, their teachers 
smoking and they believe smoking 
is something manly and grown up. 
Soon they are getting an overdose 
of nicotine and eventually it gets 
to the stage where there is scarce- 
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ly an offence in which boys and 
girls will not take part for a cigar- 
ette butt.” 

The deputy minister of welfare 
mentioned one buy whose football 
prowess and fine physique had 
made him wish that the boy was 
his own son, he said. Later, he 
said, he had learned that there was 
no offence to which the boy would 
not submit for a cigarette end. 

“If we could solve this tobacco 
problem,” he said, “I think 90 per 
cent of our difficulty would van- 
ish.” 

He blamed motion pictures for 
“the encouragement of sex ideas, 
which bring sorrow, shame and 
disease.” 

“My wife says I am losing my 
smile,” continued Mr. Sorsoleil. 
“Can you wonder at it? Not long 
ago, a girl, nine years old, was ad- 
mitted to one of our schools. She 
had a disease of the worst type. 


Do you wonder I find it hard to 
smile?” 
“We have thousands of boys 


and girls between 16 and 20 who 
have nothing to do—no clothes to 
wear and no place to go. All they 
ask is a job. Offer them training, 
or educational work, and they will 
Say: “We want a job.” What have 
we done for them? All we have 
given them are road camps at ten 
cents a day and keep. We are los- 
ing two or three generations.” 
—Canadian News.

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CIUDAD OBREGON, SONORA, 
MEXICO EN ROUTE TO 
CENTRAL AMERICA 


In our last article, written from 
the little town of Santa Ana (Holy 
Anna), I was just winding up my 
two-days’ visit and had come from 
the secret place of prayer on the 
back side of the desert where I en- 
countered a sad, silent group of 
men engaged in digging a grave 
to receive the body of a neighbor 
lady who had just passed on. 
Pausing a moment to drop a kind 
word of greeting, I noticed some 
boys merrily at play among the 
fallen-down tombstones, while a 
couple of calves were helping 
themselves to what few green 
twigs there were, including the 
floral offerings left behind by 
faithful friends and relatives, and 
altho many of the grave markers 
bore an inscriptoin in Spanish, ad- 
monishing the dead, “‘Descansar en 
paz’ (To rest in peace), one 
would question the possibility of 
even the physical dead resting in 
peace in this dark land, especially 
in view of the report that the God- 
hating communists had begun 
taking down the crosses in the 
cemeteries farther to the south. 

Leaving these scenes of the dead 
behind, we next find ourselves in 
the midst of a living, surging mas» 
of humanity gathered about the 
depot. The night is coming on as 
the fast express rounds the curve 
with a few shrill blasts of the 
whistle and comes to a stop with 
the screaking of brakes. The rattle 
of spurs, the flapping of leather 
breeches, etc., is heard as the local 
constabulary dismount from thelr 
horses and take their places along 
the platform, while from within 
the train may be heard the rattle 
of sabers and the clatter of mus- 
kets as the soldier guards are In 
line to guard the passengers on 
and off cars. Don’t push! “Shove!” 
seemed to be the order of the day, 
while suitcases and various kinds 
of bundles were passed in and out 
thru the open windows, as a bed- 
lam of strange voices arise from 
the crowd without as this one and 
that rushes hither and thither in 
search of a buyer for his products 
which are offered for sale to the 
passengers, a colorful scene with 


many of them wearing the conven- 
tional “big hats,” snod in barefoot 
sandals and wrapped to the eyes 
in blankets and shawls depicting 
many shades of color. 

The scene changes again once 
we are aboard and we are off on 
our four-hours’ ride to Hermosilic, 
the capital of the “red” state of 
Sonora. Every click of the car 
wheels passing over the rail joints 
seems to say, “Jesus is coming 
soon, get ready.” I was made to 
think of the question asked In 
Luke 18:8, ‘““When the Son of man 
cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth?” I dare to believe there will 
be as much faith found in Mexico 
as in the United States, in propor- 
tion to the amount of real teach- 
ing had in the two countries, for 
not a few of the faithful followers 
of Jesus, yes Catholics, have sealed 
their testimony with their own 
blood in recent months in Mexico. 
and let us bear this in mind, “Ye 
have not yet resisted unto blood 
striving against sin,” Heb. 12:4. 


In Hermosillo 


Hermosillo (Little Beauty) is a 
lovely city of about 25,000 popula- 
tion and is made famous by its 
rose gardens, groves of date-pro- 
ducing palms, orange groves, 
beautiful parks, cathedral and 
Spanish-moorish architecture. All 
the churches are closed at this 
place, including the one and only 
evangelical church which has been 
turned into a “red” meeting place. 
We at one time had a number of 
believers here but they are few in 
number now and _ “scattered, so 
there was little that I could do. I 
spent three days here and was 
lodged in the home of Senor Don 
Luis Aquilar Pelaez, who took me 
on a tour of the city by foot, visit- 
ing many places of interest, giv- 
ing me a chance to check up on 
conditions. 


One place I noticed in particu- 
lar was the “casa del pueblo” (the 
house of the people), an _ ultra- 
modern recreation unit built by the 
“reds’—in all probability to re- 
place the church and its services. 
It included a theatre, dance floors 
and swimming pools for all ages 
and classes; baseball, in fact, most 
every kind of game is indulged in, 
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etc. They seem to take pride in 
displaying the red and black flag. 
Time and space will not permit a 
detailed account of our visit to the 
penitentiary, but I was told confi- 
dentially of some of the _terribie 
things which had occurred in the 
past, how the political “big bosses” 
would herd their opposers into the 
dungeons beneath the _ prison 
where many lost their reason and 
died from disease, with others dis- 
patched by the firing squad—a 
more humane method. We were 
shown thru the place of execution 
where those found guilty of a 
crime calling for capital punisn- 
ment, are stood against a white- 
washed brick wall before a firing 
squad consisting of ten soldiers. 
Five of them fire the first volley 
thru the chest of the victim, which 
is usually enough; the other five 
just stand by in case they are 
needed to complete the job. The 
bullet scarred wall, tho white- 
washed over, stood as mute evi- 
dence of what had transpired in 
the past. 

We took a climb to the top of 
rocky “Cerro Campana” (Bell 
Peak), so-called because some of 
the larger stones when smitten by 
smaller ones produce sounds sim- 
ilar to the ringing of bells. The 
view from this point was very in- 
spirational and quite in contrast 
since one could see down into the 
death chamber of the prison at the 
foot of the mountain. Then there 
were the beautiful parks with 
flowers and fruits beyond descrip- 
tion. One might compare the scene 
with the Biblical description of 
heaven and hell. I was made to 
think of the words uttered by Je- 
sus as recorded in Matt. 23:37-39 
where He looked out over Jerusa~ 
lem the “great, but wicked beau- 
ty” of His day, and cried, ““O Jeru- 
salem, Jerusalem.” May we not 
say, “O Hermosillo, Hermosillo”? 

On To Cuidad Obregon 

Leaving Hermosillo the route ted 
across the great Sonoran desert, a 
wide strip of coastal plain with 
the Gulf of Lower California to 
the west, with the rugged Sierra 
Madre (Mother Mountains) 
sweeping southward on the east 
almost the entire length of tne 
republic. Ciudad Obregon (Obre- 
gon City) is six hours out by fast- 
est train, and is situated in the 
Rio Yaqui Valley with nearly a mil- 
lion acres under irrigation, with 
many more thousands to be im- 
proved. Here are raised vegetables 
in abundance of the best kind. 
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Many grains are raised here, such 
as rice, wheat, etc. It is also a 
great citrus producing center, 
orange, etc. It is a thriving town of 
about 20,000 inhabitants, and 
while it is the headquarters for our 
mission work in Mexico, it is also 
a communist stronghold.

leaders of the communist party is 
it possible to liberate the country.” 

Such were some of the start- 
ling statements made in the au- 
gust inner sanctum of the com- 
munistic party. But no _ voices 
were raised to utter them. Instead 
they were scribbled anonymously 
on scraps of paper and reached 
the chairman. 

When Kaganovitch arose at the 
congress and read _ reprovingly 
some of the menacing notes ad- 
dressed from the floor to Stalin, 
there was a general commotion. 
None of the deputies expected the 
matter to go beyond the gesture of 
reproof. 

But Stalin did not let the matte: 
rest there. The handwriting of all 
the deputies present was compared 
with those of the _ threatening 
notes. Two deputies were identi- 
fied as the authorities of two of 
the offensive missives, and were 
promptly arrested. 

Signs are accumulating that 
that powerful organization is di- 
vided from top to bottom. A num- 
ber of communist groups conspir- 
ing against the Stalin rule were 
uncovered shortly before the Kirov 
murder, according to the Znamya 
Rossi (Banner of Russia), organ 
of the Peasant Labor Party, oper- 
ating underground in Russia. The 
desired Utopian state built upon 
Christlessness and self agrandize- 
ment is showing signs of topling 
before it reaches stability.

DO ALL SPEAK WITH TONGUES 
(Continued from page 1) 
tenth chapter the commission is 
given unto the twelve, also in 
Mark 6:7-13 and _ Luke 9:1, 2, 
which should be compared with 
the commission of the seventy in 

Luke 10:1-24. 

Both the “‘twelve” and “seventy” 
performed the duties of this com- 
mission while Jesus was here, “in 
his name.”’ But after He ascended 
it was done by the power of the 
Holy Spirit, which had been sent 
from the Father, in His name. And 
it was for this purpose and power 
they were commanded to “tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on 
high.” The word for “endued” is 
the Gr. “enduo” which means, to 
enter, to put on, to clothe, to be 
invested with power or authority, 
which is contained in the word 
used for authority, in giving the 
commission, which is Gr. “exou- 
sean.” 


The waiting disciples received 
this power of the Holy Spirit, on 
the day of Pentecost. And you 
have noticed in the commission it 
was given to the seventy also, who 
helped to make up the one hun- 
dred and twenty that tarried for 


the Holy Ghost in the “upper 
room.” 

And on the day of Pentecost 
they began Gr. “erksan” to 


speak with “other tongues,” i. e. 
they began what was to follow 
“them that believe.””’ The Greek 
word used for “shall follow” is 
“par-akolouthasi” which is the fu- 
ture, indicative, passive voice of 
the verb “follow.” Its definition is, 
“to follow after,” so to follow on as 
to be always at His side, to follow 
close, to accompany. The word Is 
made up from the Greek preposi- 
tion “para” meaning, that the 
thing proceeds from the vicinity of 
one, or from one’s own sphere of 
power, and the Greek word “ako- 
loutheo” which means, to follow. 
to follow as a disciple, to imitate. 

Like the Greek word “para-kla- 
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tos” used of Jesus in reference to 
“Comforter,” which means, one 
called alongside to help. The para- 
klatos of John 14:16 is the endue- 
ment of power of Luke 24:49 
which gives the power and author- 
ity that is invested in any one who 
may demonstrate such signs, as is 
mentioned in Mark 16:17, and 
since others than the apostles re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and _ that 
authority is the presence of the 
Holy Ghost, it does away with any 
idea that these signs may not fol- 
low in the future, nor Others than 
the twelve. 

The idea is contained that 
“these signs” shall always abide 
with the ‘‘anointed ones,” and its 
basis is the faith of “them that pe- 
lieve.” 

“So then after the Lord haa 
spoken unto them, He was re- 
ceived up into heaven, and sat on 
the right hand of God. And they 
went forth, and preached every- 
where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word 
with signs following. Amen.”’ Mark 
16:19, 20. 

Here it is expressly stated that 
“they” went forth, and preached 
everywhere and that everywhere 
they preached, the Lord confirmed 
the Word with signs following.

a floodlight on the lesson text and sur- 
rounding events. If it is helping others it 
would help you as a teacher and the class 
as a result. If it is a help you can not 
afford to be without it. Order a copy and 
see for yourself. 
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What signs? Some would say al: 
but tongues, however Jesus _ said 
“these signs” and “tongues” is 
second in the list. And that they 
did follow is certain, as is seen in 
the falling of the Holy Ghost upon 
the Gentiles, as in Acts 10:46,‘ For 
they heard them speak with 
tongues and magnify God.” 

They magnified God when they 
spake with tongues. Magnify 
means to make a thing look larg- 
er. Surely God is pleased with that 
which reveals His greatness. And 
this certainly is a disparaging oc- 
currence to those that claim 
“tongues was only for the disciples 
that had believed on Jesus before 
He ascended.” 

I notice some are so anxious to 
do away with “tongues” they con- 
tend that it was fulfilled at Pente- 
cost, and was only needed for the 
first establishment of the faith. 
They might as well say “my moth- 
er was a Christian, and that takes 
me in also.” If it was for the es- 
tablishment of the faith in the ear- 
ly age of the church, perhaps if 
more people had it today, there 


would be more permanence of 
faith, to offset the tremendous 
apostasy we see almost every- 
where. 


That “these signs’ were for 
more than the apostles, is further 
evidenced by the fact, that healing 
was one of the signs. And we find 
recorded in the Epistle of James 5: 
14, “Is any sick among you, let 
him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord. And the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick.” 

Here is the formula for healings, 
which is positive proof of the per- 
manency of its place in the church. 
And that it works today as then, 
is attested by multiplied thousands 
of witnesses. And of course whils 
those that oppose the Pentecostal 
baptism of the Holy Ghost refuse 
“other tongues” many of them 
claim gifts of healing, and pray 
for the sick. Thus they take one or 
the signs, which they contend was 
only of a transient nature, and 
make it permanent. 

It seems as if they may but do 
away with “other tongues.” They 
do not care if they -cross them- 
selves in a thousand different 
ways, and yet they will cry “con- 
sistency is a jewel.” 

Then while they try to claim the 
signs were only to follow the early 
disciples, which were with Jesus 
before Pentecost, along comes 
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Paul saying, “I thank God I speak 
with tongues more than ye all,” 
and that he was one of the great- 
est in healings, is more fully prov- 
en by his own ministry in the Acts 
of the apostles throughout. And 
many others along with those that 
came in later than Pentecost have 
been blessed with a like ministry 
of healings.
